But and if that evil servant shall say in his heart, My 
lord delayeth his coming; And shall begin to smite his 
fellowservants, and to eat and drink with the drunken; 
The lord of that servant shall come in a day when he 
looketh not for him, and in an hour that he is not aware 
of, And shall cut him asunder, and appoint him his 
portion with the hypocrites: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth.

This passage to me speaks of a certain cadre of Christians who have 
a timetable in their minds of when to expect Christ's return Some might refer to them as believing in a 'pre- 
tribulatiori rapture, but perhaps the more fitting term is 'pre- suffering'. 

Then shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and shall kill you: and ye shall be hated 
of all nations for my name's sake. And then shall many be offended, and shall betray 
one another, and shall hate one another. And many false prophets shall rise, and shall 
deceive many. 
Matthew24:9-ll (KJV) 

We all know these Christians, despite biblical evidence to the contrary they insist on believing that they will not 
be required to endure any suffering or persecution. As such, they have adamantly refused to spiritually prepare 
by getting rooted in the Word to endure such trials. And without being rooted their faith is so fragile that they 
cannot endure any surfering 

And these are they likewise which are sown on stony ground; who, when they have 
heard the word, immediately receive it with gladness; And have no root in themselves, 
and so endure but for a time: afterward, when affliction or persecution arise th for the 
word's sake, immediately they are offended. 
Mark 4:16-17 (KJV)© 

I believe the evil servants who smite their fellow servants spoken of in Matthew 24 refers to the same group as 
these 'Stony Ground Christians'. When persecution comes and they are unprepared for it not only will they 
abandon the faith, but they will do so with such seething bitterness as to become the Christian's greatest foes!

What should be clear is that the Lord will not in fact delay His coming, not by a moment. What will happen is he 
will not come when we think He ought to. Personally I want Him to come every moment of the day, but only the 
Father knows the day and the hour. So we must be prepared at every moment and never assume to think we 
can discern any delay. We can see His glorious coming is imminent and gets closer with every moment! We must 
hope for the best but prepare for the worst. 

And to him they agreed: and when they had called the apostles, and beaten them, they 
commanded that they should not speak in the name of Jesus, and let them go. And they 
departed from the presence of the council, rejoicing that they were counted worthy to 
suffer shame for his name. And daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased 
not to teach and preach Jesus Christ. 

Acts 5:40-42 (KJV)

never ceased being persecuted for His name's sake since the day He ascended. Many of us are suffering right 
now, being ridiculed and shunned for our stand, even by other supposed Christians! 

These fair weather Christians claim concern for the feelings of others is the reason they don't share the gospel, 
when in truth they have more concern for their own feelings and are not willing to endure rejection for the Word. 
To know the truth and deny it before men is to deny Christ before men. He is the Truth. Do you love your 
friends and family enough to risk their wrath by telling them the truth? We don't know if they will have another 
opportunity, every breath is a gift from God. How many will go to Hell because we didn't want to possibly 
offend them?
